in copper; a fifth for Mars, an emerald in 
iron ; a sixth for Jupiter, a corn elian in 
tin ; a seven th for Saturn , a turquoise in 
lead .

or rin g exhibitin g in its settin g all the 
sign s of the zod iac, the gen eral effect be­ 
in g that of a calen d ar or old fashion ed 
alman ac.

plication of the highest skill in this d iffi­ 
cult bran ch of art. 
In poin t of fact, 
however, the whole thin g was prod uced 
in a few hoi vs, an d at small expen se, by 
the n ew process of platin g, the in ven tion 
of a F fren chman . 
Each bron ze flower 
an d leaf in closes the real origin al, upon 
which the metal has been d eposited by - 
electric action , an d it is affirmed that the 
roses so en cased retain in d efin itely their 
perfume, an d , even 
in their d eepest 
in teriors, 
their 
n atural 
colors. 
The 
same process is applied in the makin g of 
silver files, beetles an d other in sects, an d 
even in the coatin g of lizard s an d small 
sn akes for the orn amen tation of parasol 
han d les an d can e head s.* The d ead in sect 
or reptile is hermetically sealed up in its 
metal coat, an d , it is said , will n ever d o 
cay , at least un til the metal is worn 
through, an d , as the d eposit may be put 
on as thick as is d eemed ad visable, they 
m ay lie mad e to last as lon g as people’s 
likin g for them as a n ovelty en d ures. 
The fid elity to n ature in these reprod uc­ 
tion s is won d erful. 
Heretofore somethin g lias been d on e in ’ 
the d irection of platin g n on -con d uctin g 
surfaces by givin g them a prim ary coat­ 
in g of plumbago, but that alway s was a 
n ecessary imperfect process. 
The Fren ch 
electrician substitutes for that a bath— 
the composition of which is a secret— 
in to which the objects to be plated are 
plun ged for a few secon d s. 
W hen they 
are withd rawn they d ry off almost im­ 
med iately an d seem to have upon them a 
fain tly d iscern abio coatin g like thè bloom 
upon a plum.

The whole w ay in which the Neapolitan s 
treat the bod ies of the d ead fills us with 
d isgust. 
To exhum e a corpse a y ear or 
two after it has been buried , to have the 
skeleton taken to pieces an d the bon es 
carefully clean ed , would seem to us a 
wan ton outrage; the wealthy Neapolitan 
w ho n eglects to have this d on e, for his 
kin d red is regard ed as heartless. 
To 
carry about the prepared I » on es of a pet 
child , an d to place them in a sealed 
casket on the d raw in g room man telpiece, 
seems to us simply shockin g; in southern 
Italy it has been regard ed as a most 
pathetic expression of sorrow. 
But the 
height of what appears to us grotesque 
horror has been reached by a wid ower, 
w ho has the embalmed corpse of his wife 
d ressed an ew oilee a y ear in fresh an d 
gorgeous apparel, an d seizes the opjxjrtu- 
n ity to presen t it with u n ew rin g or 
bracelet.—Saturd ay Review.

is 11,800 miles, an d on the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico 0,843. 
It was the an n exation of 
Alaska that promoted the Pacific coast 
to a higher figure than the Atlan tic, 
Alaska havin g 0,8*30 miles of coast lin e. 
If the lake lxmn d ary is ad d ed it gives us 
a total coast lin e n ot very short of twice 
the circumferen ce of the earth.—Chicago 
Herald .

The g as thus formed is 
simple composition of nitrog en and 
jy drog en. 
No residue is left from the 
ammonia. 
.This g iv es it its superiority 
as a leav ening power ov er soda and cream 
of tartar used alone, and has induced its 
use as a supplement to these articles. 
A 
small quantity of ammonia in the doug h 
is effectiv e in producing bread that will 
be lig hter, sweeter and more wholesome 
than that risen by any other leav ening 
ag ent. 
When it is act|d upon by the 
heat of baking , the leav ening g as tha 
raises the doug h is liberated. 
In this act 
it uses itself up, as it were; the ammonia 
is entirely diffused, leav ing no trace or 
residuum whatev er. 
The lig ht, fluffy , 
flaky appearance, so desirable m bis­ 
cuits, etc , and so soug ht after by pro* 
fessional cooks, is said to be imparted to 
them only by the use of this ag ent. 
The bakers an d bakin g powd er manu­ 
facturers prod ucin g the fin est good s have 
been quick 
to avail themselves of this 
useful d iscovery , an d the han d somest an d 
best bread an d cake arc n ow laige’y risen 
by iku aid of ammon ia combin ed , of 
course, with other leaven in g material. 
Ammon ia is on e of ?h< best kn own 
prod ucts of the fabratory . 
If, as seems 
to be justly claimed for it, the application 
of its propei ties to the put pose of cock­ 
in g, resuite in givin g us lighter an d more 
wholesome bn ad , biscuit an d cake, it 
ill 
prove a boom to d y speptic human ity ,Itn d 
will speed ily force itself in fo gen eral use 
in the n ew field to which 
assign ed it.
